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THE PROFESSIONAL ATTITUDE 


Ss ince the inception of this magazine we have presented with picture and story virtually 
every type of interior work in the institutional field. 


In this issue we have endeavored to focus the attention of the home furnishings industry, 
and business in general, on this particular phase of the interior designer’s activity by por- 
traying the institutional, or contract, phase of interior designing as dramatically and as real- 
istically as possible. 


If the examples shown herewith demonstrate the economic importance of the interior de- 
signer, the issue will, from our point of view, justify the time and effort we have given to the 
development of its editorial content. 


Frequently I find myself comparing the architectural profession with the profession of in- 
terior designing. And I realize when I make the statement that the field of operation of the 
interior designer represents the real reason for architecture, that our friends the architects 
may take exception. Nevertheless, I believe it to be a fact that architecture is but a means to 
an end; that every interior space is made available only for someone to live or work in. 
Therefore it is up to you as the interior designer to see that this interior is professionally 
designed. 


There was a time when the “builder” built the majority of houses in this country. How- 
ever, the architect has successfully sold the idea of professionalism to the public as well as 
to the economic factors interested in the sale of shelter as a commodity. 


It is the problem of the professional interior designer to convince the public that these 
professionally designed buildings should have professionally designed interiors. It is to this 
end that INTERIOR DesIGN AND DECORATION has dedicated this issue to the contract phase 
of interior design. 


Reverting a moment to a comparison between the importance of the architect’s services 
and the interior designer’s, it should be realized that the life of a building today may be 
anywhere from twenty years upward; but during the life of that building — or before it 
becomes obsolete—the interior will be changed a great many times. Considering this as- 
pect, it is obvious that the interior designer has a much more active function. 


Architecture has a dynamic quality during the planning and construction of the given 
unit. Then follows a period of inactivity until a complete obsolesence has been reached and 
demolition follows. But during the entire life of any building the interior designing will be 
a dynamic operation — almost a constant operation — best characterized perhaps by the 


term, “maintenance.”

BARS. DINING AND 
SUPPER ROOM INTERIORS 


By JAC LESSMAN 


In approaching a scheme of treatment for a 
dining room, supper room, or bar, it is first essen- 
tial to study the ciientele to whom the prospective 
place is to cater. Where a masculine type of bar 
would well serve men and women in a commercial 
hotel, a more feminine atmosphere is advisable 
for a residential hotel. In other words, it is my 
contention that in certain hotels, women would

prefer sitting in a masculine atmosphere while 
men in other types of properties would prefer 
sitting in a room with feminine appeal. 

In choosing locations for respective types of 
operations in a hotel property—namely, bars,

INTERIOR DESIGN PROCEDURE 


FOR HOTELS 


BY SAMUEL M. REVNESS 


W. always approach the subject of interior 
design for hotels with a great deal of hesitation 
because many of the attendant problems are 
more essentially concerned with operation; there- 
fore the question arises, what manner of interior 
designer is he who leaves his chosen field and 
concerns himself with problems so far removed 
from interior design? The answer, put briefly 
and bluntly, is: If the interior designer wishes to 
enter the field of hotel work, to succeed he must 
be in complete sympathy with the problems of 
that class of business; their problems of catering

to a fickle public, a public whose whims must 
always be considered in so competitive a field. 
Obviously when a hotel operator requires the 
services of an interior designer, his need is closely 
tied up with the problem of increased revenue 
through improvement in rates or occupancy, and 
because of this, only too often the interior de- 
signer’s ability is judged by the “cash register” 
results. No interior designer likes to have his or 
her art reduced to terms of dollar results or to 
put fine academic training aside for less glamor- 
ous work, but it is necessary in this field.

‘Bh is no great mystery in the designing of a 
theater, as many elect to believe, for, whether it 
be a legitimate theater, a “collossal,” or just a

pleasant colors. Air-conditioning is a requisite 
that is included as a matter of course; it can no 
longer be excluded any more than the headlights 
from an automobile.

For the Pix Theater in 42nd Street I 
installed anemostats, air-conditioning supply

Only too often is the fact overlooked that the day a new 
room is finished is the day it starts wearing out, both from 
the standpoint of physical wear as well as design interest. 
Further, what may be the solution to a design problem 
today from the standpoint of hotel operation may be con- 
trary to good operation in the very near future, and it is 
therefore well to design with a “weather eye” to possible 
changes in the future without great loss of time or money. 

There is a sithple formula in going after and building 
up this kind of business. We think that it can be stated 
briefly as follows: a.—A conference with the owner and 
operator is held for the exchange of general ideas regard- 
ing the work involved. 6.—A complete and comprehen- 
sive survey of the conditions should be made and, included 
in this, is noting the facilities of the house staff, who may 
be available for the work. c.—A digest of the competi- 
tion confronted by your client and the type of clientele he 
wishes to attract. d.—A detailed report of findings, to- 
gether with recommendations and budget covering recom- 
mendations. In this item should fall the scheduling of the 
work so that if it is adopted it can proceed without inter- 
ference with operations. Very often such scheduling be- 


| comes necessary due to lack of immediate availability of 


funds for completion of the recommended and adopted 
program. e.—Constant supervision is certainly desir- 
able, at least in initiating the work so that all crafts in- 
volved will coordinate. The owner must be spared the 


| trouble and annoyance resulting from lack of supervision, 


as it often results in a sudden stoppage of work before 


_ completion, or the owner taking over with his own staff 


without the benefit of the interior designer. /.—After 
completion the owner or operator should be provided 
with a memorandum covering the interior designer’s 
recommendations for future care of the work recently 


_ completed. This often results in the interior designer

being retained on an annual basis to supervise repairs. 

The foregoing presupposes that the interior designer 
has thoroughly equipped himself for such work. It is vital 
to his interest to become thoroughly familiar with the best 
practices and materials for this class of work and for each 
type of job. Fabrics which may prove satisfactory for a 
hotel in one town may be entirely unsuitable in another 
town. Hard and soft water, laundry facilities, and type of 
patronage, are factors to be reckoned with. 

For example, in completing the project at the Washing- 
ton Duke Hotel, the Walter M. Ballard Company not only 
supervised the furnishings as we commonly know them, 
but was called upon to make new layouts for the Front 
Office, provide directional signs and bulletins, correct 
improper entrances and exits, and coordinate the work of 
the sound and air-conditioning engineer. 

Today the contract interior designer is not only ex- 
pected to have a working knowledge of design, but must 
have a grounding in all of the varied arts and crafts that 
are necessary for a finished job. All of these must be tied 
in with his basic understanding of the institutions’ operat- 
ing problems which vary according to each hotel.

was the case up until a comparatively short time ago. 
The acoustics of a theater is another paramount issue 

which demands the most careful planning in order to 


| receive the proper sound volume necessary to insure good 


hearing throughout the whole house. Here the form of 
the auditorium will either help or hinder the value of the 
sound-absorbing material used, for by incorporating a 
certain slant or curve, the sound waves can be deflected 
and directed as to where they will strike. 

Controlled lighting must also be meticulously planned 
to provide a dimming system; other lighting effects will 
add a sense of drama, as in the case of the more expensive 
movie theaters where concealed lighting units distributed 
proportionately will blend the color areas and eliminate 
all harsh lines or abrupt angles. As steps and exits must 
be illuminated, many interesting ways deviating from the 
usual ones are tried with excellent results in composition. 
Individual lighting for every one or two seats is also be- 
coming general in use, to discourage any tendency of the 
person in front from holding her program skyward and 
twisting about so the light from the screen enables her to 
ascertain who the handsome man in the black moustache is 
who just appeared. 

Another equally important requisite is that the seats 
must be comfortable. Their upholstery material and color 
will be chosen to blend with the whole scheme, and sum- 
mer slip covers should be included and planned for at the 
time. Harmonious carpeting will appear in the foyer. 
in the aisles, and in some instances between the rows. 
Where smoking is allowed, ash trays should be placed 
conveniently and frequently. 

Regulations on building theaters have just been set 
forth in a new code; the Pix was one of the first theaters 


to be built according to these new requirements which 


aim at an entirely fireproof construction. But while you 
follow all the “do’s and don’ts” of such a code, they 
should not in the slightest way interfere with any plans 
for the effect to be achieved. Experience will teach many 
lessons for designing theaters, as it does for other types 
of buildings, but after the routine elements are set it be- 
comes a complete unit of creative design, applicable to 
every type of theater, developed according to your own 
specifications and original ideas. 

On all stage planning, requirements are specialized; a 
stage consultant is often called upon to advise on the work- 
ing order of all properties, but the final analysis lies in the 
hands of the architect who has designed every detail to the 
last call bell and exit sign.

Trains appear to be rapidly achieving the luxury and 
convenience of your own living room with their built-in 
furniture, curved sofas centered in the car and the softest, 
deep-piled carpet underfoot. For the Twin Eagles of the 
Missouri Pacific Lines, Charles P. Cochrane Co. carpets 
were chosen; in the Bar-Lounge car a patterned type was 
used in combinations of dark gray and taupe which 
blended in with the blue background of the bar. Blue 
and gray were used in the coaches; dark wine and ruby 
were combined for the dining car. 

The Mohawk Carpet Mills have covered the floors of 
the most talked of buildings all over the country. Four 
distinct types of weave are at the disposal of the interior 
designer, offering the style you want as well as the wear 
you demand. They range from the inexpensive but ser- 
viceable velvet to the made-to-order chenille. Among 
outstanding jobs are: the Williamsburg Inn in Williams- 
burg, Virginia; the Federal Reserve Board Room in 
Washington; New York Central’s Mercury train. 

Among the many contract jobs by Persian Rug Manu- 
factory, one example will well illustrate the breadth of the 
ficor covering market for work of this type: For a sum- 
mer hotel in Maine this firm has just been commissioned 
to supply rugs for over fifty rooms, carpeting for the 
stairs and halls, and rugs for the lounge. The fabric 
selected is Skandia Flax and Klearidge, both from the 
Klearflax Linen Looms, with the prevailing colors of 
parchment, greens and browns. This type of floor covering 
is particularly well adapted to a summer hotel for it is cool 
in appearance yet does not soil easily. 

The fluorescent carpet made by Alexander Smith & 
Sons is fast becoming a favorite for theaters and will be 
the logical answer to many problems in contract work— 
particularly for Pullman car aisles, night clubs, hospital 
rooms and other places needing subdued lighting. This 
carpet is dyed with special fluorescent dyes that pick up 
invisible “black light” from ultra-violet lamps and trans- 
form it into visible light. In this way the carpet is suffi- 
ciently illuminated so that the pattern is seen, yet the 
room remains in darkness. 

Simon Manges & Son has completed many interesting 
installations for carpets, rugs, linoleums and other types 
of floor coverings. Among those in the contract field is the 
work at the Concourse Plaza Hotel, New York, which has 
just lately been completed.

Hotel Cape Fear, Wilmington, and Hotel New Howard, 
Baltimore. In addition to these, this firm has been selected 
by prominent interior designers to supply floor coverings 
for night clubs, steamships and offices.

They are 
so woven with a looped pile instead of cut as to eliminate 
the appearance of light and dark spots where the pressure 
is greatest.

STYLE SLANTS 
FABRICS 


An interesting story from F. Schumacher & Co. is that 
of the fabrics woven to order for the new Brick 
Presbyterian Church in New York. Barnet Phillips, well 
known interior designer, created the design for the dorsal 
curtain which hangs from the carved canopy of the 
reredos. It is a damask in wine-red and gold, depicting 
crosses and the descent of doves in alternating patterns. 
symbolizing Peace, Purity and Humility. The other 
damask for the windows also bears religious significance 
and is in a lighter red and gold; these are draped back 
and beneath them hang plain gray glass curtains. 

A unique use of Londoner, the simulated leather up- 
holstery material of L. C. Chase & Co., has been used in 
the Atlantis Hotel in Miami Beach. To achieve a peasani 
effect in design, it has been embroidered with lively native 
Balkan characters dressed in colorful costumes which 
appear on the valance; a simple motif is embroidered on 
the backs of the chairs. Another outstanding piece of 
work is the cocktail lounge of the Wardman Park Hotel 
in Washington where Redo upholstery has been used on 
all chairs and sofas in contrasting colors. 

Contract work has always been an integral part of H. 
B. Lehman-Connor Co. where it is handled through a 
special department set up with appropriate facilities for 
that purpose. In this department is carried a large and 
varied collection of samples for upholstering and drapery 
fabrics as well as a collection of designs for special order 
work. This firm has also a large line of leathers and car- 
ries in stock 39 colors in Lacon top grain quality, and a 
range of 13 colors in the Manor quality; special colors are 
dyed to order within two or three days for any emount 
starting from a single hide. Woodweave, the woven wood 
fabric, is also an important feature in contract work. 

In a variety of textures, patterns and weights, fabrics 
have been selected from J. H. Thorp & Co. to be used in 
many important contract commissions. For the Doctors 
Hospital in Washington a number of fabrics were chosen 
including whip cord — plain and printed — rayon damask 
and printed canvas. Fabrics from this firm were also 
chosen for the Doctors Hospital in New York, the Trianon 
Room of the Ambassador Hotel, New York, and the lobby. 
lounge, dining room and cocktail room, Gotham Hotel. 

Richard E. Thibaut’s Duray Scrubbable wall paper was 
again selected for the Hotel McAlpin in New York, where 
a great number of rooms were redesigned. This firm has 
also supplied large quantities of wall papers for numerous 
developments on Long Island which include model homes;

We note with keen pleasure that an increasing number 
of architects are convincing the clergy that for economic 
reasons, or in justice to the times in which we live, that 
we should break with the older traditional forms and that 
we should build contemporary, fresher and more func- 
tional buildings, so giving positive evidence, in visible 
and monumental form, that the church is not standing 
still, but that it is today, as in the past, moving on. Air- 
conditioning, sound amplification and improved illumina- 
tion, are more frequently being called for. Concrete con- 
struction and minimum costs are often requested, interior 
furnishings and entire architectural projects are no longer 
being done in a piece-meal manner, but are now studied 
and developed as a whole, even though their execution 
may be extended over a period of many years. The neces- 
sity and importance of the architect is appreciated, not 
only on the structure, but also on the landscaping and 
furnishings, all of which naturally gives us better oppor- 
tunities and the client much finer results. 

Granted, some archaeological churches are still being 
built, but even in these we find the traditional forms 
slowly changing to take new roofing materials, acoustical 
plaster, air-conditioning and sound amplifying systems, 
modern lighting, and so forth, all of which means that 
sooner or later even the traditional forms will no longer 
look proper, when viewed together with the many needed, 
demanded and functionally necessary furnishings. While 
modern architecture is essentially a reaction to excessive 
and purposeless ornament, and therefore appears simple, 
real ability is needed to handle it, and care must be ex- 
pressed in the designing of the features which, because of 
their very setting, become even more important. 

We find ourselves in an extremely fascinating period 
today when ever-increasing demands and opportunities 
are given designers and craftsmen to take part in and be 
part of an era of creation. There will be calls for medieval 
stained glass, but there will also be opportunities for 
carved glass, glass bricks and mosaic glass. We shall still 
do some cast and wrought altar furnishings, but here and 
there the use of extruded forms and new alloy metals will 
be indicated. Church lighting fixtures may still be desired 
to populate space and decorate the void, but they will be 
paralleled by concealed projected reading and character 
lighting. Carved moldings and reredoses are even now 
struggling to hold their own with elegant veneer paneling: 
and our timber ceilings are retreating before the advance 
of untold types of acoustical material which the engineers 
are now allowing us to color. Truly a most fascinating era. 

But now, as during the past, we must guard against our 
churches becoming show places and museums, with just 
so many unrelated and independent exhibits. As in the 
well-designed house and the well-balanced orchestra, there 
must be a carefully balanced relation between the elements 
and the whole. Each furnishing must fulfil its physical 
requirement, relate to the architecture, and all must pleas- 
antly compose and naturally lead up to and culminate in 
the sanctuary—then and then only shall we have a success- 
ful interior.

this type of equipment has been a disseminating force in 
the shaping of our aesthetics and culture; there has been 
engendered in the public mind an appreciation of the 
elements of simplicity and beauty in a far-reaching way. 

The American public is today vitally aware of new 
trends and as I told a group of Harvard students the other 
day “the general level of public taste has improved by 
leaps and bounds”. I think we can credit American trans- 
portation design with a large share in creating this new 
consciousness. The man or woman who drives a fine new 
automobile, the rail traveler who enjoys the luxurious 
comfort of a modern streamlined train; the couple who 
return from a cruise on one of the latest fireproof ocean 
liners — cannot help but be influenced by these symbols 
of contemporary thought. Their critical sensibilities are 
sharpened; their own surroundings captiously observed. 

I think one of the most important contributions that 
the Industrial Designer has made in connection with the 
interior design of trains, ships and airplanes is the creation 
of smart, colorful gay backgrounds — modern interiors 
that people like and see translated to their own living needs. 
Air conditioning and air filtering by eliminating dust, 
has, of course, made it possible to use colors, textures 
and effects similar to those of a beautifully designed 
home. The ubiquitous “Pullman green” is gone forever 
end with it has likewise gone the green parlor sofa. With 
a wealth of new materials at hand, the designer has been 
able to create enchanting effects. 

From a technical standpoint the design of modern trans- 
portation equipment has had an important influence in 
the development of new materials for light weight and 
rigidity, materials of easy maintenance that will with- 
stand hard usage. It has contributed to the source of our 
lighting knowledge. Illumination as applied to transport 
vehicles must be extremely efficient — this type of equip- 
ment carries not only its own lighting source, but 
generating power as well. Other important problems that 
had to be solved were the development of durable paint 
finishes, special long-wearing fabrics, light-weight and 
non-slippery floor coverings, and new metal finishes. 

A well designed interior—whether it be that of a house, 
a ship’s cabin or an air transport, is one that makes use 
of color, gaiety and charm in sophisticated, but restrained 
good taste. That these elements may be combined in a 
modern manner that is pleasing and delightful, is a fact 
that is daily brought home to the public. 

Various trends and influences are at work in this 
country that continue to shape our cultural taste. 
Thousands of beautiful new products are brought to the 
market each year. Our smart stores, shops and window 
displays are stimulating and beautiful; mail order catalogs 
and 5 & 10 cent store merchandise are very different from 
those of a decade ago. Along with these cultural factors 
we see the magnificent beauty of our transport planes, 
our speeding streamline trains, our automobiles and ships 
carrying to every corner of this country, new and still 
finer symbols of American thought.

besides meeting the special needs of the hospital. It must 
also be attractive and uninstitutional in appearance. 

Simple dignity is the ideal effect to achieve in the public 
rooms, which include lobbies and reception rooms for 
prolonged waiting. These rooms should, of course, stress 
good taste and comfort as much as they are stressed in 
foyers and living rooms in private homes. This is the first 
step in defeating the popular conception of a hospital as 
a soulless machine. Hardwood furniture of plain design, 
upholstered with closely woven and coated fabrics in soft 
colors, impervious to dust, creates a livable atmosphere 
and is easy to keep up. Rugs and carpets should have a 
low, hard pile and a small, monotone design. 

Now, fortunately, the modern attitude toward the hos- 
pital room is that it belongs to the patient as long as he 
occupies it as much as his bedroom at home. Just as hotel 
bedrooms have become livable, so hospital rooms now fol- 
low suit. Here the designer’s problem is to strike a happy 
medium between utility and attractiveness. Choice of 
furniture must therefore be based on simplicity and dura- 
bility. Close grained woods such as maple, cherry, walnut 
and mahogany are ideal. 

Finishing bedroom pieces requires a special technique. 
A certain number of lacquers, impervious to water and 
chemicals, must be used instead of the usual varnish, shel- 
lac or enamel. When funds permit, it is expedient to cover 
furniture tops with plastic that withstands chemicals. 

Draperies of preshrunk, sun-fast and tubfast fabric in 
gay colors and designs are practical and pleasant. A 
matching bedspreed will do much to add to the comfort- 
able, homelike appearance. Venetian blinds are ideal to 
diffuse and soften light in the sickroom. 

Modern hospital floors are of terrazzo or composition 
so that they are easy to keep spotless. One or two washable 
rugs of small design relieve the bareness of the floor and 
reduce sound vibration. Adjustable floor reading lamps 
with durable, washable parchment shades, give a restful, 
mellow glow and are easier on the patient’s eyes. 

Although wards require that aesthetics be sacrificed to 
utility, cheerful rather than cheerless surroundings are 
preferable and possible. Metal furnishings must be em- 
ployed since service, cleanliness and low maintenance are 
primary considerations. Today, however, metal furniture 
is being designed along simple, attractive lines and can be 
finished in light colors as easily as in white. 

Solariums, representing graduation from the sickroom 
in the process of convalescence, should create a happy 
frame of mind above everything else. Brightly colored 
curtains and cushions and substantially built metal, stick 
reed or wicker furniture in the attractive modern style so 
popular in homes and clubs is practical and effective. 

To meet the increasing demand for more varied and 
interesting furnishings for present-day hospitals, many 
manufacturers of furniture, fabrics, rugs and lighting 
equipment have improved both the design and quality of 
their products. Fortunately, the tendency to apply the same 
type of livable decorative treatment as to homes, hotels and 
clubs is constantly growing and winning new adherents.

In an institutional or public commission of any sort, 
including universities, schools and colleges, the designer’s 
first consideration is in no way related to those factors 
which are usually associated with interior designing. True, 
in actual practice, the problem resolves itself into a three- 
dimensional study of confined space, in which have to be 
correlated the fundamentals of architecture, construction, 
lighting and furnishing in a manner calculated to best 
interpret a client’s personality, or, in the case of a school, 
to interpret its policies of education—into this expression 
of design goes a knowledge of design and color, as well as 
such factors as light and heat necessary for the students’ 
comfort, contentment and efficiency—but no commission 
for interior design, no matter how complete, will be suc- 
cessful unless the policy of the school is considered. 

Every university has an established educational policy 
which must be correctly interpreted, for each has a totally 
different student body whose educational and character 
needs must be met. Hence, the successful commission of 
interior design for one college may be a failure for an- 
other. The proper application of these elements to an 
educational institution is of paramount importance, for 
the influences of good designing upon the student will be 
incalculable, affecting not only his point of view while in 
college, but forming a basis for standards in later life. 

In time the students become subject to the cultural in- 
fluences of good design and quality of workmanship, and 
react most favorably to their new surrounding: pride of 
ownership and real appreciation of fine things are aroused. 

In the process of becoming one of the largest universi- 
ties in the world, Yale had grown so large that it had 
assumed some of the characteristics of an impersonal insti- 
tution and, in consequence, the student had lost that essen- 
tial bond of unity with his university which had been the 
inspiration of past generations. The authorities deter- 
mined that smaller units were necessary to restore to the 
individual his sense of being an essential part of a group, 
hence the University was divided into several so-called 
Residential Colleges, about two hundred students in each. 

Each college had to be residential in character; that is, 
there had to be a definite individuality of design estab- 
lished in the interiors: there could not be that duplication 
of furnishing which identifies the usual institution. The 
completed room had to impart that quality of well-being 
and contentment which a man would find in a better home. 
Every piece of furniture had to be studied, not only for 
efficiency of comfort and use, but, more particularly, for 
style and beauty, so that subconsciously the student would 
absorb that quality of culture which cannot be derived 
irom textbooks alone. Some of the old grads argued that 
the boys were being pampered, but their answer was found 
in the contention that the sphere of influence of a real 
university went beyond mere mental instruction and that 
one of its functions was to teach the student how to live 
and what to strive for as a stimulus to ambition.

The second principal problem arises from the mixed 
occupancy of public and serving staff. Often the condi- 
tions best suited to a transitory occupancy are unsuited 
to a full workday occupancy. This is particularly true 
during winter, but the designer bearing this in mind can 
surely help the conditions in his general arrangement, the 
placing of draft barriers, screens and local heating and 
ventilating sources. 

Lighting, on the other hand, offers no difficult general 
problem, although the particular solutions may not be 
simple. Usually a public space is entered more or less 
directly from the street, consequently the public can tol- 
erate a great deal of light more easily than too little. In 
fact, I believe that too little light in public spaces has 
always been our chief mistake in design. 

Naturally there are other practical considerations to 
be borne in mind, such as safety and superintendence. 
Safety measures can never be relaxed by the designer in 
any case, but in public spaces the problem is more acute 
than usual. These spaces must serve both the very young 
and the very old and infirm. And in space occupied en- 
tirely by a trained and controlled staff, maintenance is not 
such a problem as in space passed through by a stream of 
people from the outside who feel no responsibility for their 
behavior. 

The public space, in addition to being the distributing 
chamber for the conduct of business, is also the parlor 
where business receives its guests; incidently and sig- 
nificantly, paying guests.

The indefinable seeds of a tradition which will ripen 
into an expression of loyalty and affection for the univer- 
sity has to be carefully planned and nurtured by the in- 
terior designer. He interprets the character of the interiors 
to bring them into a complete and harmonious entity 
through cooperation with the architect in his creation of 
the buildings and campus. This does not mean that we, 
as interior designers, can eliminate the practical from our 
consideration. Chairs have to be so constructed that they 
will withstand being jumped upon in the more frivolous 
moments of student life. In dining halls the arms of chairs 
should slide under the table tops so as not to be scratched; 
for when two hundred chairs need refinishing, it becomes 
a big item of upkeep, and when one considers that the cost 
of maintenance and repair is about 25% ef the annual 
budget of a large university, one can see how carefully the 
practical must be considered. 

This appreciation and acceptance of the importance of 
a correctly designed, attractive and harmonious back- 
ground as a cultural and educational influence is being 
diffused throughout the country, the initial impetus for 
the work having been made through the worthy Harkness 
bequests to Yale and Harvard. Our firm has participated 
in the movement, so far, by executing work for Yale, Har- 
vard, Rochester, Union, Smith, and Colgate.

and need not be placed so that they are accessible for quick 
service, as one having the time to enjoy the cocktail lounge 
will seek it no matter where it happens to be located. 

If a large hotel has but one particular space available 
as its bar, then it will be well in the treatment of this room 
to make the bar the feature. On the other hand, if the hotel 
has just one space available for a combination bar and 
dining room, then the location and size of the bar and its 
location in the building should be in such relation to the 
room that the dining patrons will not feel that they are 
forced to dine in a “saloon” environment. 

When we are commissioned to design an operation, the 
first thing that is necessary is to know the owner’s policy 
of operation for the place, and the class of patronage ex- 
pected, then we help the owner merchandise his policy. 

If the restaurant is to be a new one, we guide the type 
of service, the style of linens, glassware, china and silver 
that will complete the decorative motif. Sometimes our 
scheme suggests that tablecloths should not be used during 
the luncheon and cocktail hours, the colorful plastic table- 
tops being used instead, which, during luncheon, will sug- 
gest a more popular-priced and quicker service place; too, 
during the cocktail hour it is more in keeping with the in- 
formal drinking mood to eliminate the table cloth. 

In designing a coffee shop we must take into considera- 
tion, depending upon the type of house, whether quick 
service is to be essential and the atmosphere and style of 
the place necessarily suggesting popular-priced meals. 
For instance, a coffee shop with a lunch counter in the 
room is prime evidence of the fact that this room caters 
to quick service just as table service suggests more 
leisurely dining. 

In building bars and cocktail lounges in an active com- 
mercial hotel, where the pace is evidently faster than it 
would be in a residential type of house, it is advisable to 
design the room with a certain amount of vibration in its 
décor, for colors either intensify or change the mood of a 
guest. A room designed in monotones of heavy blues or 
deep reds will intensify a mood of depression, while the 
room done in cheerful multicolors will invoke a more 
joyous mood. Through music and lighting you may accom- 
plish the same thing. 

Circular bars have proved more profitable than bars 
built along the wall, as a circular bar adds a certain spirit 
of congeniality and conviviality due to the fact that people 
looking at each other and watching their behavior forms 
a means of entertainment; also, women have no hesitancy 
to drink at a circular bar but may hesitate to sit at a bar 
built along the wall suggesting the “saloon” of the past. 

Bars and cocktail lounges are better situated in a warm, 
friendly atmosphere and should have soft illumination, 
with particular thought given to a lighting system that will 
not throw unflattering shadows on faces. Places can be 
very inexpensively executed and still have the proper 
atmosphere, and an individuality conducive to a successful 
operation. The important thing in creating a successful 
room is to hit upon the psychological note.
